state 6 months, and in the city or township in which he or she offers 
to vote 30 days next preceding such election...

Article III, section I: Elective Franchise.

In the last election held in Charlevoix county about half of the 
people entitled to vote went to the polls. lf this sort of disregard 
for our American system of free government continues, it can be 
rightly feared that the day is coming when the above number III 
article will be struck from Michigan’s constitution.

Notes...

Michigan’s large apple crop is 
moving out very well. Much of 
it is geing east and also to Can- 
ada. 

Weather had been ideal for 
harvesting and also to put color 
on apples. Growers are forming 
resolutions to trim more and 
thin more. 

Now and then a few trees 
show up that were affected by 
last year's drought. These are 
being marked so as to trim them 
them back and very bad trees 
are being dehorned — that is, 
cut back heavy enough in order 
to grow all new wood. 

While the fruit grower has 
fungus diseases such as apple 
scab and shot hole fungus for 
cherries and a wide variation of 
insects to combat it seems to me 
that weather conditions are the 
worst set back. Such as too much 
rain, too dry. too cold a winter 
ov hail and wind.

Cost You 
Plenty 


Small rodents can be a mighty 
expensive plague to your farm. 

Most of the estimates of the 
damage done to crops run into 
astronomical figures, says Wil- 
liam H. Burt, curator of mam- 
mals and professor of Zoology at 
U of M. 

It is estimated that meadow 
voles, if present, may destroy at 
least one-half of the corn left in 
the shock over winter. This loss 


can be avoided by husking in the 
autumn. 


The best and simplest way to 
control the meadow vole is to 
destroy their habitat in the im- 
mediate area of anticipated des 
truction. 

If the ground cover in and im- 
mediately surrounding the or- 
chard is destroyed in the autumn 
the danger from mice will be 
eliminated or reduced to a mini- 
mum. Exeept in years of ex- 
treme abundance, voles do not 
customarily live where there is 
no ground cover. 


Taxes along the food process- 
ing line have increased sharply 
through the years.
